the bulk of which is confos.so<.l by 
Brown and of courwi Boyd's nwixjnsi 
bilily for the acts of his deputy can 
hardly l>e denied. It is a nice mesi 
and shows that several diifereot meth- 
ods were resorted to to rob the State 
and people. 

Than ia still another way in which 
stealhig was done. Increased rates 
would be used to calculate taxes, or 
the totals would be raiseid and the 
people robbed of iriiateTar it waa 
thought (hey would stand. Where 
the tax rate waa behig changed every 
year it was an eaqr matter to ineiaase 
a man'a taxes without deteotion. <For 
instance the rate of 1888 waa lowered 
aemal canta bom 1887 and the tax- 
payer* war* in aome instanosa required 
to pay tiw old ntee, or still higher 
ones. A ringle biatanoa will show 
how tU* waa done. A tax receipt has 
IhH-n found for ISEUS6 on a 18,300 
town bt and $26 of paiaonaUy in 
1888. Tho rate waaSi cnta on tho 
list and 87 cents on the latter. This 
calculatod gives $19.53 as the exact 
amount due. The stealage in this 
case w as .f^t 02, or about fifteen per 
cent, added to the amount due. 

The KatiTOOKiAK has investigated 
some of these matters and the con- 
clusion is iiiMslatihle that it was steal- 
ing, pure and aithple. The guilty
